I  now  acquit  my  felf  of  that  Pro- 
mife,  and  am  the  more  encourag’d  to 
do  fo,  from  the  kind  Reception  my 
former  Relations  have  generally  met 
with  :  Even  the  Adverlaries  of  this 
Pradice,  as  far  as  I  know,  allowing 
that  the  Account  1  have  given  is  jufi; 
and  fair,  or  at  lcafl  none  of  them  ha¬ 
ving  offer'd  to  bring  any  Charge  of 
Partiality  againft  me,  nor  having  pro¬ 
duced  any  one  Xnflance  of  a  Mifcar- 
riage  by  Inoculation,  more  than  thofe 
I  had  related ,  notwithfdanding  the 
general  Invitation  I  publifh’d  to  that 
Purpofe.  Indeed,  I  have  been  fo  far 
from  erring  on  that  Side,  that  I  have 
rather  given  Occafion  to  the  Friends 
of  Inoculation  to  complain,  that  I 
have  inferred  fome  Perfons  in  the 
Number  of  thofe  fufpeded  to  have 
died  of  the  inoculated  Small  Pox, 
where,  as  they  contend,  there  is  no 
Room  for  fuch  Sufpicion,  their  Death 

being 


feeing  rhanifeftly  owing  to  other  Cats- 
fes.  But  I  chofe  rather  to  tranfgrefs 
On  this  Hand,  efpecially  as  by  repre- 
fenting  all  the  Particulars  of  thofe 
Cafes,  that  had  come  to  my  Know¬ 
ledge,  I  had  put  it  in  the  Power 
of  intelligent  Perfons  to  make  their 
own  Judgment  of  them,  than  to  lay 
my  felf  under  a  Sufpicion  of  ftifling 
the  Truth,  by  omitting  any  one 
Cafe  that  could  poflibly  be  thought 
to  turn  to  the  Difadvantage  of  chat 
Practice.  I  ill  a  11  give  the  Account 
of  the  Practice  for  the  laft  Year  in 
the  fame  Manner,  delivering  only  the 
Matter  of  Fail,  without  engaging  in 
Difputes  about  it.  If  any  Perfon, 
finding  me  miflaken  in  any  Particu¬ 
lar,  will  be  pleas’d  to  fee  me  right,

have  had  already  a  confiderable  Num¬ 
ber  of  Perfons  who  have  undergone 
this  Operacidn,  from  the  Allarm,  as  1 
fuppofe,  occafioned  by  the  Small  Pox: 
in  the  natural  Way,  which  has  been 
for  fome  Time  very  mortal  And  the 
fame  Remark  may  be  made  with  Re¬ 
gard  to  Towns  in  the  Country,  where 
fcarce  any  Perfon  has  ventur’d  upon 
Inoculation,  unlefs  when  the  natural 
Small  Pox  has  made  a  great  Ravage 
in  the  Neighbourhood ;  fo  much  more 
are  we  influenc’d  by  our  Fears  of  a 
prefent  Danger,  than,  by  the  Appro- 
henfion  of  a  remote  One.  For  other- 
wife,  I  fuppofe,  it  would  be  more 
prudent  to  undergo  Inoculation  at  a 
Time,  when  the  natural  Small  Pox  is 
the  moil  favourable,  than  in  a  Seafon, 
when  either  from  the  Ccnflitution  of 
the  Air,  or  the  Species  or  Degree  of 
Infection,  which  then  prevails,  the 
Biftemper  is  more  than  ufually  epide- 

B  mi  e  at 
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mical  and  mortal ;  for  it  is,  I  think, 
to  be  apprehended,  that  when  this 
Didemper  is  the  mod  fatal  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way,  it  may  be  lefs  favourable, 
even  when  given  by  Inoculation,  than 
in  another  Seafon,  and  a  different 
Conftitution  of  the  Air ;  at  lead  there 
will  be  lefs  Hazard  of  an  Infection 
already  taken,  in  the  one  Seafon  than 
in  the  other.  For  that  the  Infection 
may  be  received  into  the  Body,  and 
yet  the  Party  continue  for  fome  Days, 
as  a  Week  or  more,  feemingly  health¬ 
ful,  appears  plainly  from  what  is  ob- 
ferv’d  in  the  Practice  of  Inoculation ; 
when  we  often  fee  feven  or  eight  Days 
to  pafs  after  the  Operation,  not  only 
before  the  Small  Pox  come  out,  but 
even  before  the  lead  Degree  of  Sick- 
nefs  or  Diforder  appears  in  the  Pa¬ 
tient.  And  who  can  fay  it  is  not  fo 
after  the  Infection  of  the  natural  Small 
Pox  is  received  into  the  Body  ?  There 
are  at  lead  fome  Indances  of  Perfons 
inoculated,  where  there  is  very  little 
Reafon  to  doubt  of  their  having  been 

infedted

infe&ed,  tho’  no  Symptom  of  it  then 
appear’d,  before  the  Operation  was 
perform’d.  And  how  {hall  we  know, 
till  Experience  farther  informs  us,  whe¬ 
ther  we  do  not  add  to  the  Danger  of 
the  Diftemper,  when  we  give  a  new 
Infection  by  Inoculation,  to  one  who 
has  already  received  the  Contagion  in 
the  natural  Way  ? 

But  waving  thefe  Matters  of  Spe¬ 
culation,  I  proceed  to  the  Continua¬ 
tion  of  my  Account  to  the  End  of  the 
laft  Year  ;  and  as  what  I  have  all  a- 
long  propos’d,  has  been  a  Compari- 
fon  between  the  Danger  of  the  Natu¬ 
ral  and  Inoculated  Small  Pox,  I  lhall 
proceed  in  the  Method  I  took  before, 
and  lhall  firft  give  fome  Additions  to 
the  Numbers  already  publilh’d,  of 
thofe  that  underwent  and  died  of  the 
natural  Small  Pox,  before  I  come  to 
fpeak  of  thofe  that  were  inoculated  for 
that  Diftemper.

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By  the  Account  I  pubiiflfd  laft 
Year,  it  appears,  that  of  443  Per- 
fons,  who  receiv’d  the  Small  Pox  by 
Inoculation,  there  were  nirte  fu- 
fpedted  to  have  died  of  it ;  and  con- 
fequently,  the  Hazard  of  dying  of 
it,  allowing  all  thefe  9  to  be  fair  Ca¬ 
fes,  was  reckon'd  to  be  that  of  one 
in  49;  and  in  this  Table  we  have  one 
Perfon  out  of  38,  fufpeefted  to  have 
died  of  the  inoculated  Small  Pox.  If 
all  thefe  be  reduced  ro  an  Average, 
we  fhall  have  ten  Perfons  fufpedfed  to 
have  died  of  Inoculation,  out  of  481, 
and  confequctitly  this  Hazard  may  be 
eftimated  to  be  that  of  one  in  48 :  Which 
is  the  utmoft  that  is  pretended  to  by 
the  Oppofcrs  of  this  Practice;  whereas 
in  the  natural  Way  it  is  that  of  one  in  6.

Befides  the  Perfons  inoculated 
in  Great  Britain,  to  which  my  fe- 
veral  Accounts  have  hitherto  been 
confin’d,  I  have  receiv’d  fome  from 
other  Parts,  which  at  firft  I  had 
Thoughts  of  inferring ;  but  the  Diffi¬ 
culty  I  have  found  in  making  a  per¬

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Sir,  In  anfwer  to  all  thefe  Queries, 
I  fay,  they  are  entirely  groundlels  ; 
for  my  Daughter  s  Health  is,  and  hath 
been,  ever  fince  I  wrote  her  Cafe  to 
Mr.  Maitland ,  perfectly  good,  her 
Arms  being  whole  and  found,  and

I  would  have  fent  you,  Sir, 
an  Affidavit  of  this,  could  I  have 
thought  it  had  added  to  the  publick 
Satisfaction  ,•  but  my  Daughter  ha¬ 
ving  been  vifited  by  Hundreds,  and 
this  being  a  Thing  Mr.  Howgrav ? 
could  fo  eafily  have  been  fatisfied  in, 
’tis  very  fl range  he  would  not  be  at 
feme  Pains  in  a  Cafe  he  has  made  fo 
many  Inferences  from ;  I  therefore

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cannot  but  wonder,  that  I,  who  (as 
a  Surgeon)  can  have  no  Intered  in 
fpeaking  in  Favour  of  Inoculation, 
(being  I  never  inoculated  any,)  fhould 
without  any  Caufe  given,  be  called 
upon  in  a  Manner  that  attaints  my 
Honour  and  Veracity  ;  and  that  Mr.
